The mover said lie approached this im- 
portant matter with a feeling of diffidence, 
inasmuch as he was neither a conveyancer 
nor a lawyer; but he felt that as one of the 
public, who had suffered from the present 
complex system of land transfer, it was 
incumbent upon him where he knew an 
abuse existed to point it out to the house 
and endeavor to remove it- In his opinion 
nothing was more opposed to the genius 
of modern civilization than the .system of 
land transfer now in force. It belonged 
to a past epoch in the world's history 
when justice was hard of bearing and 
laws were entile. In all things else the 
world had moved on. In law it it had not 
d still it had advanced very slowly. 
1'hu telegraph had made the age a laconic 
one. A man now expresses more in a 
single message of ten words than he for- 
merly expressed in a letter of four long 
jiages. Transactions covering many hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars are flashed 
daily from continent to continent in the 
briefest cypher; and while these mighty 
changes have gone on can wo afford to 
stick to the old legal forllls and jingle ? 
So long ago as the 8th and 9th of Victoria, 
eh. 119, an act of the British parliament 
was passed, to encourage short forms of 
deeds. A deed without covenants was 
expressed in about a hundred words; the 
covenant of right to convey in 1!) words 
instead of HO; that for quiet enjoyment 
in 12 words instead of 123 ; freedom from 
incumbrances in 4 words instead of l()(i; 
further assurance in 22 instead of 308; 
and the covenant against the grantor's 
own act in 18 words instead of 86; in 
short, a deed with all these covenants in 
17:") words wi's t<> suffice instead o) 900 
and upwards, as theretofore. He was 
told that the old forms continued, never- 
theless, to be used. Sonic might ask what 
harm comes of it all; many of tho forms 

aro printed, they have been long 
in use, and are well understood. 
Wc might as well ask what harm conies 
of taking a long road when you have a 
short olio, lie would tell them what 
harm comes of this dreadful habit of 
verbosity. It makes people think that 
these words and phrases are necessary 
when they mean nothing, they lead the 
minds of the eld and young to run ill 
grooves; they encumber, and because they 
encumber they tend to hinder, obscure 
and confuse; they make it necessary to 
write, read and record in the course of a 
year millions upon millions of useless 
words, all of which cost a great deal of 
time and take a great deal of money 
out of the pockets of the people. The 
Torrens' system introduced into the legis- 
Lature of South Australia some thirty 
years ago by Mr., now sir Robert, Tor- 
rens. He was not a lawyer. He was an 
officer in Her Majesty's customs. The 
proposed innovation was sneered at, at 
tirst by tho bar but he persevered and in 
a year or two hail the great satisfaction of 
securing tho passage of an act to authorize 
a trial of the system. The trial proved a 
success and tho system was presently 
adopted in all t he Australian Colonies, 
New Zealand and the Kijis. In 1885 it 
was introduced into ( Intarui (its operation 
being confined to the county of York), and 
on the 1st of January of the present year 
the same system went into force in the 
territory.

This is all, and to those who pinned their 

faith upon old-fashioned and elaborate 

•wording, it is a revelation. The state of 

a title could be seen almost at a glance. 

When an owner of property wishes to 

have it placed under the Torferis syntom, 

he brings his title deeds to the registrar, 



and after his ownership has been fully 
eslablishod, ho is entered in the book as 
the possessor of the land, and the gov- 
ernment guarantees that anyone to whom 
he conveys shall have undisputed pos- 
session of tho property. This is not an 
expensive operation, but, of course, a 
groat deal depends upon the length of the 
title. In many cases where there are 
clouds upon titles applications aro made 
to have them removed under tho Torrens 
system, and not through the medium' of 
chancery. 

The Torrens system was drafted from 
the report of tho imperial commissioners 
appointed by tho house of commons in 
IHoli to investigate and report upon the 
best means of simplifying the transfer of 
real estate and the registration of title 
thereto. Mr. George Hunter Gary, the 
first attorney-general of the former colony 
of Vancouver Island, adopted from the 
same report tho registration act now in 
forco here. This act differed in many im- 
portant [mints from the Torrens act, but 
it was immensely superior to the laws in 
force in England and in most of the states 
of the union. A gentleman who had had 
long experience in dealing with land titles 
wrote him (Mr. Higgins) a short 
time ago as follows: " The gen- 
eral progress of the province, the 
increasing population, the enhanced value 
of real estate of all classes, and thu im- 
mense amount of money invested on the 
security of real estate, demand a more ad- 
vanced system, and the Torrens is the 
best known. It might, be adopted piece- 
meal, as in Ontario. Toronto and county 
York have it, and other counties are agitat - 
ing for it, and no doubt in a few years it 
will prevail throughout the entire province 
of Ontario. Then why not apply it at 
once to the island I anil as the mainland 
advances in wealth it will soon ask for it." 
In conclusion, the member for Esquimalt 
said t hat he did not believe that the coun- 
try, if it adopted this cheap method, would 
find itself in thu position of a man who

The only 
question was whether a man preferred to 
use a largo number of words or as few as 
possible. He was of opinion the honor- 
able gentleman had been stuffed by one 
who, although not a lawyer, thought he 
knew a good deal moro than most of them. 
With all due respect to the introducer's 
opinion, he thought the forms of convey- 
ancing were as simple as necessary. There 
was very little trouble ever occurred here 
with land titles, and a change might only 
entail injurious litigations. 

The Attorney-General did net think we 
required any simpler forms than were al- 
ready provided. 

Mr. Allen found, on referring to the 
statutes, that the form for conveying was 
so simple that anyone could understand it. 

Mr. tliggins said it was useless to have 
this short form if it was never used. What 
be wanted was that this form and no 
other sliall be used; it would save tho 
public thousands of dollars every year. 

Resolution passed and the hotiHe went 
into committee of the whole. 

Mr. Speaker Pooloy, in committee, said 
the object of the resolution was to intro- 
duce a thorough innovation in our land 
conveyancing system. Under, the present 
system every man was his own convey- 
ancer. If the resolution passed and a 
cast-iron rule was laid down people in 
outlying districts w ho had been accustom- 
ed to do their own conveyancing would be 
unable to do so in future. 

A motion that the committee rise and 
report progress being put was lost by a 
vote of L2 to L0. Committee rose. 

PBIVILKQB. 

Mr. T. Davie.to a question of privilege, 
called the attention of chu house to the 
fact that under a breach of the rules and 
privileges of the assembly, the Turn's had 
published a grossly garbled minority re- 
port of the committee appointed to en- 
quire into the conduct of the election in 
Victoria. In tho clause which staled that 
the returning officer says his atten- 
tion was not called to the line mentioned, 
the word "not" had been left out by the 
Times making the sentence convey an 
entirely different moaning to that in tho 
original copy. Not only was this done 
but an article based on it appeared in the 
following issue. He considered this .dis- 
graceful. 

Mr. Grant admitted that tho word 
"not" had boon omitted from the pub- 
lished report, hut no doubt it had been 
done through inadvertence. Ho hail no- 
ticed it and intended that a correction 
should bo made. 

A member— Oh, it's all right. Nobody 
rendu the Times, anyhow. 

Mr. Duhsmuir was glad to hear the 
lion, gentleman's apology. There was 
much in thu Times- to apologize for, as 
thoro was Roarcely an article in it which 
was not garbled — even the election re- 
t urns from the east. 

Mr. Semlin defended the Times. It 
was not an official publication. 

Mr. Turner had been asked by his 
friends outside of the hoiwo if he was go- 
ing to refer to this matter. He replied 
t hat ho was not. They said, that is right. 
"Everybody knows it in all lies." 

Mr. Heaven drew an analog}- between 
the Times' falsification ami the omission 
of a date by tho government printers. Tho 
report, could have been taken down by 
t ho reporter from his place in tho gallery. 

Mr. Prior did not believe the report 
had been taken down by the reporter and 
believed the omission of the word "not" 
had been made purposely. The fact that 
an article had boon based on tho report 
in its garbled condition was, to his mind, 
proof conclusive^ 

Mr. Orant warmly denied that it had 
been done purposely. 

Mr. HigginB stud when hon. members 
of the opposition were so anxious of being 
acquitted of intention in this matter, they 
should be equally liberal with thu govern- 
ment printing staff'. Ho would not deny 
that mistakes occur in every newspaper 
and that they cannot escape it. 



Hon. Mr. Rbbsoii pointed out that, 
however it was done, the falsified report 
and the article based on it, were calculat- 
ed to create very erroneous impressions. 
Stjj'VtY. 

Moved by tho honorable minister of 
finance, seconded by the honorable at- 
torney-general, t hat supply be granted to 
Hor Majesty, and tin; house do resolve 
itself into committee on Monday next to 
consider the same. 

1'0 PRBVBKT TRKSl'ASS. 

Mr. Anderson moved the second read- 
ing of a bill entitled "An Act to Prevent 
Trespass on Enclosed Lands in Pursuit of 
Game. " 

The movercould speak wit h a know ledge 
of the subject, The part of thu country 
in which he lived was accustomed to visits 
by a class of hunters who generally bike 
with them very badly-trained dogs, which 
destroy the sheep, Tho hunters them- 
selves break down the fences and enter 
enclosures firing promiscuously without 
regard to the safety of life or property, 
Ho had himself lost twenty-live sheep 
last year, and he had no doubt but it was 
by dogs taken out there by hunters. If 
the country was going to have more sheep 
it must have fewer dogs. 

Mr. Bcavcn said the passage of this 
bill would be simply an invitation to peo- 
ple to break the law. In the vicinity of 
Victoria there was a large amount of wild 
anil unimproved laud which people had a 
perfect right to hunt ever, and if they did 
any damage they were responsible for it. 
If thu act was intended for Ireland ho 
could understand it. but in a civilized 
country like British Columbia there was 
no sense in such a measure. The object 
of parents was to encourage the youth of 
the country in manly sports and pursuits 
and hunting, which the bill prevents, was 
one of these. The measure went so far 
as to ullow the owner of a pieeo of laud 
to arrest any person found trespassing on 
it, while a constable could not make an 
arrest without a warrant. 

Mussrs. Dunstnuir, Prior, Croft, John, 
Martin and Thompson spoke in favor and 
Mr. Grant against the bill. 

The bill passed the second reading by a 
vote of 18 to If, Messrs. Beaven, Grant 
and Stenhouse voting against it.

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THE "TIMES" AND THE MAJORITY. 

Ever since the Dominion elections were 
hold in tho east tho Times has ptsrsistontly 
declared that the liberala had won the day 
and that Edward Blake was tho coming 
premier. Its editor on two occasions, tliQ 
last being Wednesday evening, declared 
to a Victoria audience in tho theatre, that 
the liberals up to tho present hold u ma- 
jority in tho house. This consistent Mis- 
representation of what tho editor must 
know to bo facts will in a short tinio re- 
ceive its just dosorts, and what little be- 
lief the public may still retain in the state- 
ments that emanate from tho Times will 
have vanished. There can bo no doubt 
at the present time that tho Macdoimld 
administration have a good working ma- 
jority. Tho premier personally has telo- 
graphod what ho claims to bo hia majority, 
and this telegram has been published 
everywhere. His claim has been burnu 
out by telegrams recoivod by Tub Col- 
onist from tho press associations and from 
our correspondent at Ottawa, who is in a 
position to know the exact facts, and who 
yesterday telegraphed that tho majority 
is, as before stated, twenty-eight J There 
have boon no confirmatory telegrams pub- 
lished in tho Times, giving a majority to 
the liberals, from any prominent politician 
in the east, and there is a suspicion that 
the distorted statements daily appearing 
in that paper as telegraphic news are en- 
tirely the fabrications of its editor. But 
for what purpose I Why should that in- 
dividual bo lost to all sense of truthful- 
ness and honesty ? Simply because ho is 
playing his last card, and hopes that by 
treacherouly inducing the electors to bo- 
liove that Blake is in the majority, to 
secure tho election of the liberal candi- 
date put forward in this city. But tho 
disreputable game is too apparent, and on 
Monday next the intelligent voters of Vic- 
toria district will again show their con 
fidonco in Sir John Macdonald and their 
belief that his government will continue 
to give this province in every instance its 
rights, by returning Messrs. BAKER and 
SHAKKSl'EARE. Sir John lias given 
evidence that he recognizes them as the 
standard bearers of tho liberal-conserva- 
tive party in this city and district, and 
they should be given a handsome ma- 
jority. 

THE DO-NOTHINGS. 

In the whole course of tho voluminous 
speeches that were delivered from time to 
time by Air. Blake in various parts of tho 
country, he was never able to adduce any 
lasting benefits that he or his party had 
conferred upon tho people. Neither he 
nor they can bring forward any illustration 
of notable services rendered by them, 
either in or out of parliament. The stat- 
ute book is barren so far as they are con- 
cerned, and the line of action that they 
did take on those leading questions in 
respect of the tariff and the C. P. R.-canie 
to be utterly repudiated. So thoy came 
into court with a very lame case to begin 
with. They could not point to a long 
record of usefulness, and seek tho confi- 
dence of the people on that account. A 
diligent search into their history does not 
disclose anything of a more suggestive 
kind than that they have always been on 
the wrong sido. They have been objec- 
tors and marplots when they should have 
been aiding and furthering those endeav- 
ors which have on the part of the liberal- 
conservatives redounded so much to the 
benefit of tho country. And they have 
not only been thus at odds with the peo- 
ple on important matters but they have 
exhibited an acerbity of manner, a rudeness 
and coarseness of speech, which must have 
proven offensive toall sober-minded people. 
Even Mr. Blake, from whom a better ex- 
amplo might have been expected, has not 
been above descending to personalities 
which in his calmer moments ho should 
feel much cause to regret. But the or- 
gans in his support have outrun all that 
villany of exasperated partisanship has 
over bofore suggested. 1'eople who can 
use such language as that which is to be 
found from day to day in the Globe, for in- 
stance, and its miserable shadow The Times 
form but poor examples for society. Who 
can respect those wheso daily task it is to 
malign in the most virulent manner peo- 
ple whoso crime it is to think differently 
from them on political issues / That is 
another aspect of affairs which placed the 
grits at a disadvantage ; for as in ordinary 
life wo are led to suspect any that arc par- 
ticularly denunciatory and at tho same 
time profess many virtues themselves, so 
in public life the same rule holds good for 
the same conditions alloct it. In things 
that they have done as well as those 
that they have left undone the grits did 
not come before the public in such a 
Bhape as to win any largo amount of 
confidence. And there is this last as- 
pect of affairs — Mr. Blake having prom- 
ised to leave the protective tariff alone 
if he be but hustled into office. After all 
that Mr. Blake has said as to tho wicked- 
ness of such an arrangement, and after all 
that Sir Richard Cartwright and Mr. 
Mills have said on the same matter, not 
to mention the continual gabble on tho 
part of minor personages, and of the grit 
organs in general, it struck the public 
mind that if they './era willing to forego 
all their loudly-expressed comictions on 
that issue for tho sake of office, they could 
not be very conscientious people, ff the 
principle of protection to native industry 
be right, why did they not say ho ? and if it 
bo wrong, as they always contended, were 
they willing to perpetuate it merely for 
the sake of sitting on tho treasury benches I 
People asked these questions, and it was 
not found very difficult for them to think 
otherwiso than that tho position recently 
taken up by Mr. Blake on that matter 
was as reprehensible, as that ho adopted 
in the caso of Riel— in which ho was 
anxious to asperse tho duo administration 
of tho law so that ho might be ablo to 
win ovor to his side a few French votes.

A tale of shipwreck, hardship and pri- 
vation, Bitch as seldom happens on our 
coast, was learned yestorday on tho 
arrival of the government steamer Sir 
James Douglas; It will be remembered 
that last Thursday this paper referred to 
the reported shipwreck of a vessel on the 
west coast ami tho necessity of at once 
forwarding the Douglas to learn the truth 
of the report. The steamer left on Friday 
night and returned yestorday evening at 
ti:4f), having on board Capt. W. F. Rugg, 
of tho Hawaiian bark Thos. R. Foster, 
and his crow of seventeen men. The 
latter were quartered at tho American 
hotel, and to-day, U. P. Rithet, Esq., 
Hawaiian consul, will look after their 
interests. 

Capt. Pugg was interviewed by a 
Colonist representative, and made the 
following statement: We left, Esquimalt 
on the evening of the 9th December for 
Honolulu with U550 tons of Wellington 
coal as cargo. We got outside the cape all 
right at, daylight. On the afternoon of tho 
10th took a S.W, gale and ship com- 
menced to make an unusual quantify of 
water on the 12th, and with constant 
laboring increased making water up till 
tho 14th, when found it necessary to call

Kept water subdued by keeping all hands 
at pumps for twenty-four hours, when 
water commenced to increase. I then 
came to the conclusion to run the ship 
before the wind, which was blowing a 
southwest gale, for Cape Flattery, trying

On the third day out they built a raft, in 
an endeavor to getalong the coast quicker, 
All four got on ii and when a quarter of 
a mile from shore the raft parted and they 
all succeeded in making a rocky islet, 
(lore they found a log, w hich they strad- 
dled, an<l paddled themselves to shore 
with sticks. They traveled along the 
shore again until they reached a large 
stream, which they could not cross. They 
then wearily turned Inward camp, and on 
the last day their food consisted of a

They stopped at a desert ed fishing camp 
one night and here one of the men caught, 
four small mice, which were boilec and 
considered a great delicacy. After their 
return to camp tho following day ten 
others were detailed off and after being 
three days out they built, a raft and com- 
menced the crossing of an inlet and in one 
day got to an island. ( In the noxt day 
after leaving the island t hey sighted two 
canoos with Indians, and they made a 
general shout to them. The Indians took 
them aboard and brought them to their 
camp eight miles from Kyuoquot. They 
wore directed to where the other men 
were, and the Indians proceeded to the 
point, about, forty-miles distant, and re- 
turned with the captain and remaining 
seven of tliu crew, Indians gave the crew 
all they could, boiled Hour and dried 
salmon, but these wer'o luxuries after 
previous hardships, The Indians did not 
tell them that Lather Nieolaye and a store 
woro only eight miles distant, but kept 
them for nine days. They then wont to

The first charge is that J. C. Mc- 
Lagan came to an understanding with 
Mr. W. A. Robertson to tho ~ effect 
that if he would support the opposition in 
tho local election the opposition would in 
return support him for the house of com- 
mons. This charge is made on the 
authority of Mr. Robertson himself, who 
made the statement in the office of the 
Industrial News on fho 22nd of last 
month (nomination day). I do not wish 
to cast any reflection 011 Mr. Robertson 
and regret the necessity of bringing his 
name, into this discussion, but the course 
adopted by tho Times leaves mo no other 
alternative. Mr. Robertson was pledged 
to tho workingmen's party, was in fact 
one of its leaders, took part in the public 
meeting the night they adopted their 
platform— he deserted them and did his 
best to defeat their nominees. 

The second charge is that Mr. J. C. 
McLagan, immediately prior to the nomi- 
nation for the house of commons on the 
22nd of last month, asked Mr. Robertson 
if he would, provided ho were elected, 
support a direct vote of want of confidence 
in the present administration, making 
that a condition for the fulfillment of the 
agreement, well knowing that Mr. Robert- 
son had announced himself as a supporter 
of Sir John Macdonald. This charge is also 
made on the authority of Mr. Robertson 
supported by the testimony of a gentle- 
man to whom Mr. McLagan stated tho 
fact and whose name can bo given if 
necessary. To Mr. Robertson's credit, be 
it stated, he indignantly spurned the pro- 
posal and declined to commit political 
suicide and cover himself with infamy to 
oblige the worthy editor. The apostle of 
purity may see nothing infamous in this, 
but wo believe tho electors of Victoria 
district would pass another verdict on the 
man who, elected by them to support tho 
government, should prove t<j have been 
pledged to vote against them. 

The third charge that a slander was de- 
liberately circulated that was calculated to 
blast the reputations and ruin the charac- 
ters of the workingmen's nominees, is 
made on tho authority of Mr. McArthur, 
the late editor and proprietor of the Sim-
